to Mr. Darden, Senate Armed Services Committee staff, a PDB item with 
the request that Darden assist me in getting this matter before Senator Russell 
to seek his advice in connection with our briefing of the Disarmament Sub- 
committee later in the day. It was Darden's independent judgment that he 
was sure Senator Russell believed that this matter should not be raised 
with this group. Subsequently, Darden was able to discuss the matter 
thoroughly with Senator Russell. The Senator indicated that if at all 
possible the Director should avoid discussing the item at this time.
